YAQUIS FIGHT IN YUCATAN

Soldiers—Town Is Captured and 
Renamed Madero. 


: 


BEL PASO, Texas, March 10.—Reports 
are being received here from many quar- 
ters of activity of Mexican rebels and of 
measures taken by the’ United States 
Army patrol to prevent any assistance 
reaching the Mexican insurrectos. Chief 
interest centres-in the stubborn fight- 
ing at Casas Grandes and in the gather- 
ing of a large force near Agua Prieta, 
an important railroad station across the 
border from Douglas, Arizona. 

Although the reports yesterday had the 
rebel forces at’ Casas Grandes decisively 
defeated and driven back to the mount- 
ains, there was a change in their tone 
torday. It appears that Col. Garcia, who 
is commanding the rebels, has returned to 
the attack, and he is said to have cap- 
tured part of the town, with the federals 
stubbornly fighting to drive him out. The 
federal forces are commanded by one of 
the best officers in the Mexican Army, 
Col. Cuellar. He was formerly one of 
President Diaz's personal aids, but was 
sent to the front-to help restore the ef- 
fectiveness of the army when Orozco had 
gained his decisive victories over the 
Diaz troops west of Chihuahua City. The 
fighting has. been desperate and the 
losses on both sides are reported as heavy. 
Among the dead are believed to be fif- 
teen Americans who served under Capt. 
“TarrIngton with the. machine gun de- 
tachment of the Madero forces. Thirty- 
five Americans of this detachment were 
captured in yesterday’s engagement. 

Large bodies of insurrectos are said to 
be gathering in the vicinity of Agua 
Prieta. Gen. Blanco is believed to be 
the chief.of the commanders, but several 
other leaders have come up. There is 
great fear in the town, as there are only 
1ifty defenders for it, half of whom are 
citizen volunteers. There are no machine 
guns, and the little garrison probably 
will be overwhelmed. The American bor- 
der patrol, ‘Troop M of the Third Cavalry, 
last night prevented reinforcements for 
the rebels from crossing the border. 
When Capt. Johnson learned of the ap- 
proach of the insurrecto bands he estab- 
Ushed a thorough watch. Mexican refu- 
gees in Douglas also were informed of 
the movement across the frontier,’ and 
many of them, loaded with arms and 
ammunition, went toward Mexico. The 
cavalry rounded up about‘150 of them 
and put them under arrest. They are be- 
ing held here on charges of dttempted 
violation of the neutrality laws.‘ Word 
has come from the ‘authorities of Agua 
Prieta that any one attempting to cross 
the river will be shot, 

News reached here this morning of & 
fight at the San Augustine Ranch, in 
Mexico, directly opposite Fabens and 
twenty-eight miles east of Hl Paso, be- 
tween. a band of. 68 insurrectos, about 
half ef whom were Americans, and 185 
Federals, under Lieut. Col. Pueblita,. sent 
out from Juarezyyesterday. Twenty of 
the iInsurrectos came across the river and 
Were captured and disarmed by Capt 
Lindsey, U. S. A. Ten were armed with 
Mauser rifles. / Three horses and a quan- 
tity of ammunition were taken. The in- 
gurreéto officers quit their men early in 
the fight. The insurrectos were part of a 
‘band that hag been concentrating around 
Juarez, with a view to. assaulting that 
town, it is said, 

Col. Rabago has reported td the author- 
ities at Juarez that he will soon have the 
railroad line to Chihuahua City reopened, 
He has had a hard march from this city, 
but has rebuilt burned bridges and re- 
stored the telegraph lines. 


MERIDA, Yucatan, Mex., March 10.—In 
a hand-to-hand battle between a small de. 
tachment of Government troops and a 
body of rebels, who had captured the 
hacienda Catmis, near Quintan’; Roo An- 
tonio and Enrique Cicerol, planters, were 
killed. 

The rebels, through arrangements with 
the laborers, who are Yaqui Indians, 
seized ‘the hacienda Wednesday, notwith- 
standing the defense put up by a few of 
the loyal servants. A messenger carried 
the news of the raid to a small body of 
troops under command of Major Cristobal 
Carrillo, who immediately hastened to the 
attack. Armed with machetes and other 
tools, as well as firearms,. the insur- 
rectos rushed to the encounter. Their 
overwhelming numbers forced the retreat 
of the troops, but. not before a number 
were slain. 

Madero is the nathe the tnsurrectos have 
given the town of Peto, which they cap- 
tured a few days ago. 

Yesterday a detachment of Federal 
troops sent from Vera Cruz was landé4d at 
Progreso and proceeded to the relief of 
Temax.

Ambassador de la Barra Author- 
ized by Minister Creel to Give 
Assurances to Americans, ‘ 


TALK WITH TAFT REPORTED 


He Said Our Government Would Main- 
taln Sovereignties—Diaz Not Ili, 
but Busy with Affairs. 


MEXICO CITY, March 10,—That Mexi- 
co has granted to Japan no concession 
for the maintenance of a naval station 
and no privileges on the Tehuantepec 
Railway are statements which Enrique 
C. Creel, Minister of Foreign Affairs, this 
afternoon authorized Francisco L. de la 
Barra, Mexican Ambassador at Washing- 
ton, to make. 

The increasing rumor in the United 
Bictes that’ Mexico had entered into an 
agreement with Japan whereby the latter 
was to be permitted to use certain ports 
along the coast of Lower California and 


to have special -privileges for the trans-

send to the Foreign Office to-day a re- 
b mee that he be permitted to make a 

efinite statement regarding the ch 8. 

Mr. Creel has also asked Mr. de la r- 
ra to extend to President Taft his thanks 
for the latter’s friendly attitude and for 
the explanation he sent to President Diaz 
relative to the mobilization of American 
troops. He says: y 

Mexico could not expect ‘anything else 
from a coun which has shown herself to 
be such a friend during so many years, 
and that so efficiently has aided in her 
economic development. The words of the 
President will no doubt tranquillize Mexican 
opinion, 

In another message of the Ambassador 
to Minister- Creel regarding a conference 
he held with President Taft yesterday, he 
says: 

President Taft warmly eulogized President 
Diaz, and added that the American Govern- 
ment will try to aid, within the proper lim- 
its, the cause of peace and order in Mexi- 
co; that it cannot be indifferent, as much 
on account of Mexico’s being a neighbor, 
as because of American capital invested in 
Mexico. He ended by saying that the 
United States is determined. to fulfill its 
international duties, among which is the 
maintenance of the savereignty. of other 
countries, and especially in ;dealing with 
Mexico, with whom it has such friendly 
relations. 


A note of conservatism characterizes the 
presentation of the news emanating from 
President Taft’s special train last nighv. 
With one exception the papers qf the 
capital have indulged in no hasty criti- 
cisins of this phase of the situation, ich 
they insist is not yet entirely clarified 
by the semi-official statement that the 
troops are placed along the border to 
revent more filibustering, and “to be 
n a position to invade Mexico in case of 
the death of President Diaz or of general 
fighting.” ; 

a1 Tiempo, 4 paper popularly supposed 
to represent the views of the Cathclic 
clergy, sneers at the idea of intervention, 
but warns the Mexican Government 
that a wise programme must be carried 
eut if intervention is to be avoided. It 
advises thee Government to make such 
changes in the personnel of public of- 
ficials as are necessary to allay popular 
disapproval and to do it at once and 
without fear of offending any one, re- 
gardiess of his political standing. 

‘Intervention would not mean what it 
did in Cuba, Honduras, or Nicaragua, a 
military diversion easily yealized,’ ys 
El Tiempo, “ and withaqut any lamentable 
result. It would mean a genuine war with 
Mexico, though our frontier might be oc- 
cupied, our ports; blockaded, our com- 
merce destroyed, and our communication 
with the remainder of the world cut off.” 

El Tiempo suggests that international 
war — follow intervention, and sar- 
eastically ventures the opinion’ that the 
Americars would find it .“‘ bad for busi- 
ness,’ the English wordg being used. 

Railroad officiats and’ other Americans 
representiwg large business interests in 
Mexico express themselves’ as well pleased 
with the action of the United States in 
sending an army to the border, seeing in 
this nothing but friendliness toward the 
Mexican Government. Few foreigners, in 
Mexico, whose interests are here, sympa- 
thize with the rebels, and they heartily 
welcome the suggestion that the Ameri- 
con Government intends to-aid in their 
repression. In their offices and clubs the 
‘Americans are congratulating each other 
on the attitude taken by the United States 
and declare their confidence in the Mexi- 
can Government to deal with the situa- 
tion, sow that the chief source of supplies 
and myeris'cut off from the insurrectos. 

Mexicans, officials and _ citizens, ap- 
pear to have accepted the view 
that the mobilization of troops 
along..the border presages no in- 


vasion of their country. President Taft's / 


official assurance that there was no. nren- 
ace in the Government's step, together 
with the disclosure last night of its reai 
object—the stopping of filibustering, has, 
apparently, beén accepted without reserve 
and with a feeling of satisfaction. - 

Officials geclined to enter into a discus- 
sion of the latést phase of the situation. 
Confidence was oxpressed anew, however, 
in the ability of the Government to sup-

AIDS CUSTOM HOUSE BROKERS 


New Law Permits Payment of Duties 
by Certified Checks. 


Custom House brokers, importers, and 
about fifty of the banks of thitcity. are 
congratulating themselves on a new law 
which Congress has just passed and which 

mt Taft hes signed, permitting the 
Custom House brokers to pay duties on 
imports and interna] taxes by means of 
certified checks instead of by cash or by 
customs transfer slips, as in the past. 

The Custom House slips are issued 
against daily deposits which the brokers 
make in the @ub-Treasury through their 
banks. Often the brokers’ banks would 
be slow in transferring the brokers’ money 
to” thé Sub-Treasury, and the broker 
would discover, just about the time that 
the Customh House was closing at 8 P. M.

On 
the one hand ’the city should guard 
against being compelled to finance it- 
self at an inconvenient season, and on 
the other hand it should not safeguard 
itself against this by*piling up scores of 
millions for which it has no immediate 
use in fhe manner indicated ‘above. 
There are three proposals to remedy 
these inconveniences.

PLANS OF THE NEW THEATRE. 

The avowed failure of The New Thea- 
tre is both arehitectyral and economic, 
Artistically theré hayg been sume very 
promising results, and more time also is 
needed to developthe individual talent 
and harmonious interplay,of a stock 
company. From this point of view any 
harsh judgment of The New Theatre's 
work has been unfair. But quite apart 
from the disputed point of the éligi- 
Dility' of the location, and we think 
that events have shown that the house 
has not been neglected on that account, 
the structural defects of the building 
are radical. There aré too many seats 
from which all of the stage cannot be 
geen, the kcoustics are hopelessly bad, 
and the huge open’ balcony with ites 
persistent glare of lights has been found 
unattractive. The prevailing plan of 
theatrical construction, with the horse- 
shoe form, and the overhanging balco- 
nies, has béen proved the most satis- 
factory, 

The temple of the drama in Central 
Park West, therefore,-is to be aban- 
doned as the abiding place of the com- 
pany of actors endowed by a number 
of wealthy New Yorkers, and its future 
{s in doubt. ‘It may be a second opera 
house, which promises a dubious fut- 
ure, a concert hall to rival the Fifty- 
seventh Street building, and supply the 
place of Mendelssohn Hall; it is not to 
be thought of as a variety theatre or 
cheap playhouse. With some more,or 
less expensive alterations it might suit 
the needs of the National Academy of 
Design. That is worth thinking about. 

The announcement that the company 
is to be maintained and to be n.ore 
suitably housed within: the next two 
years is*good news. The new building 
will presumably be less expensive to 
run. The fixed charges of the Central 
Park West house must be thres times 
those of an ordinary first-class thea- 
tre. Apart: from the actors’ salaries, 
the cost of ushers, attendants, mechan- 
ics and stage hands is enormous. Per- 
manent occupation is given to a small 
army of producers and designers, The 
items of héat and light are very large. 
Curtailment can be made in all these 
expenses {n a smaller housé without de- 
parting at all. from the scheme of the 
founders. Mr. Amps; according to the 
announcement, is ta.retain thé director- 
ship in the tour of the company next 
Fall and Winter, and {ft is ‘to be hoped 
that he will be retained’ thereafter. He 
has borne a large share of abuse, while 
much praise has gone out to some of 
the subordinates he appointed. He has 
directed a theatre which has drawn 
jarger audiences and taken in much 
more money than any other playhouse 
in New York. He deserves a chance to 
profit by his experiences and carry his 
plans to fruition. } 

It is seen now that The New Theatre 
was established on no settled plan. It 
is in no sense a National theatre. It 
represents @ capitalization of conflict- 
ing ideals, moods,-and, fancies. Its 
founders are no’ more than human, 
surely, and as long as the institution 
lasta-they will expect some recognition 
fn its-.proceédings of their individual 
tastes, whims, and prejudices. The di- 
rector must be a man capable of main- 
taining harmony under conditions which 
‘would keep an ordinary impresario in 
a state of perpetual bewilderment. 
There is a harsh and discordant note in 
‘the ‘otherwise calm and well-worded 
official announcement of the founders’. 
plens. ‘ThAt is in the implication-that 
the failure of the present building is 
Gué to “ the afivice of a leading theat- 
rical expert.”

If it be conjectufed or supposed “that 
the persons most deeply interested in 
these proceedings had formed ea plan or 
a plot to stay the hand of Mr, Warr- 
MAN, it can-be said, at least, that that 
theory would be compatible with the 
known facts.

WHAT, RECIPROCITY 18. 

In the first place it is a crowning of 
the policy of lasting peace that has 
been maintained, not without difficulty, 
along our northern border for nearly 
a century..

It largely secures the benefits 
of freer commerce bét ween the countries, 
and this. is a great gain because ft fs the 
hindrances to trade that cause bad 
feeling, which the Mberty. of/ mutual 
trade tends to prevent and to replace 
by countless ties of good feeling. In 
this process the agreement opens the 
channels of commerce m%& and 
southward and practically puts an end 
to the policy of the British Tories, 
which aims at blocking those channels 
and directing the currents of trade 
eastward across the océan-to the spe- 
cial gain of Hingland. Incidentally, our 
acceptance of the agreement would also 
destroy the hope of the British Tories 
to establish a tariff wall about. the 
markets of England, with the avowed

was possibly the 
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cline convoys of provisions... - 

It would be all the more foolish be- 
cause our varie? industries supply us 
with ample means to, purchase all that 
we may require. Already Canada takes 
nearly two-thirds of its imports from 
the United States—$223,000,000 out of 
$376,000,000—and with its sure ad- 
vance in population and in all forms. of 
activity will constantly take more. Our 
trade with Canada is in its infancy. 
We took from her last year some $20,- 
000,000 in lumber, some $6,000,000 in 
pulp and paper, $6,000,000 in fish, and 
86 on through what is an insignificant 
list considered in its relations to her 
Tesources and our requirements. The 
proposed tresty, measured by the ac- 
tual trade that it would immediately 
influence, is not of great importance. 
Some $22,000,000. of’ Canadian goods 
and $30,000,000 of American goods are 
freed from duty, while duties are re- 
duced on some $35,000,000. But the 
possibilities of ‘the future dre very 
great. There are not in our own coun- 
try 6,000,000 of people better equipped 
by mative qualities and by training 
than are the people of Canada for the 
Progressive development of their rich 
inheritance, and with every year, when 
the barriers to trade which are in part 
lowered by this agreement shall be re- 
moved, this people, while wholly inde- 
pendent politically, will be as valuable 
to our economic progress as those of 
the Middle West or the Pacific Slope. 
They will prosper, and we shall find our 
prosperity grow with theirs. They will 
grow strong and we shall be the more 
secure for their strength. Canada, says 
the President, “ has cost us nothing tn 
the way of preparations ‘for defense 
against her possible assault, and she 
never will.” And the establishment of 
@ free, strong, and friendly people 
across our northern border, Dound to us 
by the countless intimate ties of trade 
and .mutual interest, is an appreciable 
guarantee of peaceful, mlations with the 
great Empjre of which Canada is a 
vital part. Every rational considera- 
tion of our immediate and future ad- 
vantage, of the economic and political 
security of ourselves, and of the far 
greater. nation whose welfare we hold 
in trust, demagds that the agreement 
with Canada shall be accepted, carried 
out, and ultimately extended. Any 
member of the Senate or of the House 
who from narrow partisan or local mo- 
tives obstructs this measure of broad 
and far-reaching beneficence is un- 
worthy of his office,

These netsukes wero collected by 
Vrooman of Pasadena, California. 
were seen there by Mrs. Sage and 
her return to the East she made the pur- 
chase. The wonderful little carvings are 
of ivory, wood. or. horn and fill several 
cases. They are of great variety. There is 
the little Japanese mother with a baby 
on her back, a quaint little Japanese boy 
in a crouching positiOn noticeable among 
the netsukes because of his hat of brill- 
iant red and grotesque faces and gro- 
tesque elongated figures.
